College 101

College 101 is a program 

designed to provide college 

courses for rising seniors in the 

Boston Public School System.  

This is a 6-week summer program 

where students enroll in a 3-

credit college course taught by a 

college instructor and a peer 

mentor who provides assistance 

and support.  Full access to the 

College facilities, including library 

are provided.  Students are then 

offered a free 3-credit class 

during their senior year, both fall 

and spring.  This program allows 

the participants to graduate from 

high school with 9 college credits 

that can be transferred to the 

college of their choice.

Fisher College 2019 direct budget 

was $35K plus about $5k in 

catering for orientation events 

and graduation. Free college 

credits and available scholarships 

total about $150k.

Throughout the years over 600 Boston 

Public School students participated as 

well as multiple BPS faculty. Students 

were recruited from three different 

Boston Public high schools this year: 

Boston Community Leadership 

Academy, East Boston High School, 

Fenway High School. The program has 

excellent graduation rates exceeding 

90%.  86% of participants went on to 

college.

Fourth of July Unified Command 

Center

Fisher College has hosted the 

Command Center since 2002 

providing eight days of campus 

access for set-up and breakdown, 

parking in alleyway almost 

entirely dedicated to Command 

Center personnel, relocation of 

Fisher vans to make room for 

equipment, unfettered use of 

Alumni Hall, cafeteria, rooftops, 

and Dean of Student Life office, 

Facilities, Campus Police, 

Information Technology – for 

holiday weekend availability, use 

of facilities/restrooms and utilities
